2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
have claimed an improved liquid aqueous hard surface cleaner comprising: 

(a) a water-dispersible fluoropolymer having a molecular weight of at least 
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5000 Daltons; 

(b) a surfactant, wherein said surfactant comprises at least one quaternary ammonium 
compound; and 

(c) a chelating agent; 

with the balance water, wherein the hard surface cleaner is in a liquid form and a hard 
surface cleaned therewith is rendered repellant to staining by heavy metals. 

The closest prior art of Burke et al, US 5,932,328 teaches a cleaning and 
polishing composition comprising fluoropolymer, nonionic surfactants, triethanolamine, 
and water (col. 7, example 111). The prior art does not teach a fluoropolymer in 
combination with a quaternary ammonium surfactant and a chelating agent and so the 
present claims are allowable.
